Shadows of Forgotten Ancestors had been shown in 
tft'enTe'rs oT lTmVted sentinp capacity in some of the 
larger cities in the Ukraine. It was withdrawn 
from the theaters after a period of two months. It 
has been reported that the Soviet authorities did 
not know quite what to do with the film, which was 
considered too progressive for 'showing domestically 
and even too daring for showing abroad. Spectator 
response in the Ukraine reportedly was such that the 
film would have drawn packed houses indefinitely. 

The film was obtained by a Project AERODYNAMIC 
source from a Soviet contact in the' United States 
and a copy was thus made available .for CIA use.)

A request for a 
subscription to the journal has been received from the Soviet 
Embassy' in Canada since the writing, of reference B, and the 
Ukrainian mission at the United Nations purchase copies of the 
journal on a regular basis from a Ukrainian book store in New 
York.
